Most  students  have  probably  seen  notices  of 
Rotaract  meetings  about  campus,  but  were  not 
sure  what  it  was  or  if  it  was  worth  checking  out. 
This  college-level  version  of  the  service  organiza- 
tion Rotary  International  provides  service  to  our 
campus  and  our  community.  Rotaract,  a  national 
organization  sponsored  by  local  Rotary  clubs,  has 
only  been  at  Cal  Lutheran  for  the  last  three  years. 
For  the  1986-87  year,  Rotaract  had  over  40  mem- 
bers. 

President  Scott  Woosley  was  assisted  in  various 
activities  by  the  other  officers  and  members.  Leslie 
Simmen  served  as  Vice-President,  Heidi  Bakken 
served  as  Secretary,  and  Chris  Paquin  served  as 
Treasurer  for  the  1986-87  academic  year.  On  a 
national  level,  most  Rotary  groups  sponsor  Rotar- 
act clubs  at  various  colleges  and  universities. 
"We're  pretty  lucky  (at  CLU),"  Woosley  stated, 
because  there  aren't  any  other  colleges  in  the 
area,  so  we  get  a  lot  of  support  from  local  Rotary 
sponsors." 

What  do  the  Rotary  sponsors  do?  Last  year 
they  gave  four  scholarships  of  $500  each,  award- 
ed on  the  basis  of  academics,  leadership,  commu- 
nity service,  and  involvement  in  Rotaract.  The 
recipients  were  Scott  Woosley,  Heidi  Bakken,  Les- 
lie Simmen,  and  Tamara  Hagen.  In  addition,  Bak- 
ken was  awarded  a  graduate  scholarship  to  study 
in  Hamburg,  West  Germany.  Bakken  is  the  first  to 
win  the  award  in  this  district  in  a  long  time.  The 


scholarship  covers  tuition,  room,  board,  and  air- 
fare. This  makes  it  practicable  for  students  to 
advance  the  objective  of  Rotary  —  'international 
understanding,  good  will,  and  peace'. 

At  the  local  level,  Rotary  groups  aid  Rotaract  in 
fundraising.  In  the  Fall  of  '86,  the  Conejo  Valley 
Rotary  raised  $835  for  4  year-old  Reagan  Frey  of 
Thousand  Oaks  who  has  Werdnif-Hoffmann's  dis- 
ease, a  genetic  disorder  that  causes  a  progressive 
deterioration  of  the  spinal  cord  and  muscles".  Oth- 
er activities  in  the  Fall  included  intramurals,  club 
social  activities,  and  the  Commotion  Auction  —  a 
yearly  event  held  at  the  Westlake  Plaza  Hotel  by 
the  Community  Leaders  Club.  Rotaract  members 
helped  in  the  operations  of  the  auction  which 
raised  approximately  $50,000  for  the  University. 
Rotaract  also  ran  three  booths  at  a  carnival  in 
Newbury  Park  on  Halloween. 

Spring  semester  activities  included  the  annual 
Conejo  Valley  Days.  The  five  day  fair,  sponsored 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  provided  Rotaract 
to  use  its  "dime-pitch"  booth  to  raise  over  $1,000. 
According  to  Bakken,  "Everybody  usually  put  in  a 
two  to  three  hour  shifts,  and  had  a  lot  of  fun  in  the 
process."  Through  the  variety  of  Rotaract's 
fundraisers  and  activities,  students  should  now 
have  a  better  understanding  of  what  this  organiza- 
tion is  and  what  it  does.  Rotaract  is:  social  activi- 
ties, scholarships,  and  above  all,  service.

It's  the  fourth  quarter,  time  is  running  out  and  the  ball  is  on  the  twenty  yard  line  and  it's  fourth  down  with 
a  minute  left  on  the  clock;  Bonds  drops  back  for  a  pass,  there  is  a  receiver  open  down  field.  Bonds  scrambles 
out  of  the  pocket  and  is  sacked  for  a  loss.  Time  runs  out  and  the  game  is  over. 

Unfortunately  that  scenario  was  all  too  common  this  year  for  the  1986  Kingsman  football  team.  With  the 
loss  of  many  starting  players,  coaches  were  sent  scrambling  to  find  replacements. 

The  coaching  staff  headed  by  Robert  Shoup  along  with  assistant  coaches,  Pete  Alamar,  Ernie  Sandlin,  Jim 
Bauer,  Don  Reyes,  Gene  Uebelhardt  and  Rich  Watkins  tried  week  to  week  to  find  the  formula  for  victory, 
but  with  all  the  injuries  suffered  by  starters  and  freshman  in  starting  position  victory  was  an  elusive  foe. 

The  biggest  set  back  of  the  '86  season  was  the  loss  of  the  team's  most  valuable  player,  Tom  Bonds. 

In  the  third  game  of  the  season  against  Hayward  State  University,  Bonds  was  leading  the  team  to  its 
fourth  straight  victory  when  the  unthinkable  happened;  Bonds  sprained  his  knee  and  would  be  sidelined  for 
the  next  four  weeks. 

In  the  seven  weeks  to  follow,  the  Kingsmen  would  go  winless  as  Bonds  recovered  from  his  injury.  But 
when  Bonds  returned  to  play  he  returned  with  a  vengeance.  Even  though  Bonds  was  not  at  full  strength,  he 
finished  the  season  with  198  completions  out  of  350  attempts  for  a  record  2402  yards  with  18  touch  downs. 
Bonds  was  an  honorable  mention  to  the  NAIA  Division  II  All-American  team  along  with  numerous  other 
honors. 

The  Kingsmen's  greatest  victory  of  the  season  came  against  Azusa  Pacific  University.  Coach  Shoup 
explained;  "This  was  our  best  victory  of  the  season;  although  there  were  few,  this  one  came  at  the  right 
time."  Shoup  continued,  "the  victory  was  against  a  team  with  some  great  players  and  at  a  time  when  we 
needed  a  big  win" 

There  were  few  highlights  of  the  '86  season  although  some  great  things  did  take  place.  The  big  surprise 
was  the  development  of  some  great  young  players.  Throughout  the  season  players  gave  great  performances 
some  of  these  stand  outs  were  junior,  Joe  Monarrez  at  wide  receiver,  junior  Torii  Lehr  at  linebacker,  senior 
John  Hynes  at  defensive  tackle  and  freshman  Cary  Grant  at  running  back. 

The  '86  season  was  a  disappointment  to  one  and  all  involved  with  the  football  program,  players  and 
coaches  alike.  No  one  can  change  the  outcome  of  the  season;  only  rebuild  and  prepare  for  next  year.

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The  1987  season  was  the  best  ever 
for  a  CLU  soccer  team.  The  team  had 
an  outstanding  12-5-1  regular  season 
record  and  reached  the  playoffs  for 
only  the  second  time  in  the  school's 
history! 

For  the  first  time,  the  team  started 
the  year  with  a  two  week  training 
camp  that  got  the  players  physically 
and  mentally  prepared  for  their  sched- 
ule. The  schedule  was  said  to  be  too 
easy  by  many  of  the  coaches,  including 
the  Westmont  head  coach,  but  that 
didn't  discourage  the  team  from  bat- 
tling into  the  nation's  top  20  poll.  Be- 
ing ranked  #19  after  their  tie  with 
Layola  Maramount,  lifting  their  record 
to  5-0-1,  was  also  a  first  for  the  CLU 
soccer  program. 

On  a  cold  and  rainy  September 
Wednesday,  the  Kingsmen  suffered 
their  first  and  worst  loss  of  the  year  to 
a  strong  Biola  team.

After  a  year  in  which  many  improvements 
were  seen  in  Women's  Cross  Country,  junior 
Lori  Zackula  finished  113th  out  of  320  in  the 
NAIA  Nationals,  to  earn  Academic  All-Ameri- 
can.  Zackula  qualified  by  placing  fourth  in  the 
NAIA  District  III  meet,  with  a  time  of  19:13 
minutes  over  a  5000-meter  course.  "It's  a  tre- 
mendous honor  for  Lori,"  said  first-year  Head 
Coach  Hector  Nieves.  "She's  worked  hard,  both 
as  a  runner  and  as  a  student." 

Four  other  women  finished  in  the  district 
race,  a  feat  that  the  team  was  not  able  to  accom- 
plish a  year  ago.  Freshmen  Amy  Rico  placed 
21st  with  a  time  of  21;55;  sophomore  J'ne  Fur- 
row ran  a  22:21,  to  give  her  27th  place:  Ann 
Thomas  was  clocked  at  23:17  for  34th;  and 
sophomore  Karen  Lysne  crossed  the  finish  line 
in  24:24  for  40th, 

"Rico  and  Lysne  ran  their  best  race  of  the 
year,"  said  Nieves,  a  1985  graduate  of  Cal  Poly, 
San  Luis  Obispo.  "This  type  of  performance 
really  gives  momentum  for  offseason  wor- 
kouts." 

The  team  finished  sixth  in  the  district  race 
after  a  fifth  place  running  in  the  Golden  State 
Athletic  Conference  Invitational.  It  was  Zacku- 
la's  second  trip  to  Nationals  in  a  row,  but  her 
first  at  being  named  All-American. 

Nieves  was  a  star  track  and  crosscountry 
runner  at  Cal  Poly  and  also  assisted  the  wom- 
en's track  program  there  before  coming  to  Cal 
Lu.  EIke  Suess  joined  Bluhm,  Rico,  and  Zackula 
on  the  1600-meter  relay  team. 

Nieves  looks  forward  to  next  year  with  enthu- 
siasm.

made  up  of  only  a  few  outstanding  individuals  that  earned  the  team 
recognition.  This  year,  however,  there  is  a  well-rounded,  healthy,  and 
talented  team  to  represent  out  school. 

It  is  contributed  to  a  lot  of  improvement,  hard  work,  and  the  addition 
of  a  new  coach.  Donny  Greene  Jr.,  sprinting  and  hurtling  coach,  joined 
Head  Coach  Don  Greene  Sr.  for  the  1987  track  season.  Donny  Greene 
Jr.,  "has  helped  to  cut  many  of  our  times",  says  relayman  Martin 
Minter.  He  is  from  Simi  Valley  and  has  an  excellent  record  at  Simi 
Valley  High  School. 

Don  Greene  Sr.,  is  not  only  the  track  and  field  coach,  but  also  the 
cross  country  coach.  He  and  the  team  are  given  a  little  extra  support  by 
his  wife  Beverly  who  attends  all  the  teams  meets  and  cheers  them  on. 

There  are  three  outstanding  senior  leaders  on  the  team.  Troy  Kreitch 
has  qualified  for  the  national  in  three  events:  long  Jump  (24'1"),  200 
meters  (21.2),  and  100  meters  (10.5).

Under  the  direction  of  new  coach  Hector  Nieves,  the  Cal  Lutheran  women's  track  team  had  an  overall  great  season. 
Lori  Zukula,  the  team's  captain,  commented  on  the  team's  spirit  and  closeness.  Zackula  feels  this  is  do  to  Nieves,  a  first 
year  coach. 

"He's  the  best  coach  I've  ever  had  since  I've  been  here,"  said  Zacula.  Other  factors  played  into  their  outstanding 
season.  They  had  a  full  team,  which  they  haven't  had  in  years.  Seven  new  freshmen  participated  this  year,  Elke  Suess, 
Amy  Rico,  Susan  Bluhm,  Natalie  Wenz,  Brenda  Lee,  Terri  Treichelt,  and  Jennifer  Larson.  Nieves  feels  that  this  strong 
freshman  commitment  was  a  great  asset. 

Bluhm  is  considered  one  of  their  best  sprinters.  She  anchored  the  four  by  one  relay,  the  mile  relay,  and  ran  in  the  open 
400,  200,  and  100.  Lee  ran  the  hurdles,  the  four  by  one  relay,  and  threw  shot  put,  but  her  best  categories  were  the  long 
jump  and  the  triple  jump.  Lee  has  a  chance  as  a  possible  heptathlete  next  year,  in  which  she  would  perform  seven  events. 

In  addition  to  the  freshman,  there  were  one  sophomore,  Karen  Lynse,  and  two  juniors,  Ann  Thomas,  and  Zakula,  the 
oldest  returning  player.  This  combination  of  women  was  able  to  break  several  school  records. 

The  mile  relay  record  of  this  school  was  broken  by  Suess,  Zakula,  Rico  and  Bluhm.  Zakula  also  broke  the  meet  and 
stadium  record  at  Chapman  College  in  the  3000  with  a  time  of  10:29,  and  set  a  record  in  the  1500  with  4:46.  In  the 
district  she  holds  the  lead  in  the  1500  and  3000,  and  Bluhm  holds  third  in  the  400. 

Wenz,  Lee,  Rico  and  Bluhm  set  a  school  record  in  the  sprint  medley  with  1:55.24,  Lee  set  one  in  the  triple  jump  at  32 
ft.  3in.,  and  Treichelt  set  a  discus  record  at  106  ft.  9.5  in. 

Even  though  there  are  comments  about  this  being  one  of  their  best  seasons,  there  were  some  problems,  especially  in  the 
area  of  injuries.  "Every  team  has  injuries,  though"  said  Nieves,  "You  just  notice  it  more  in  a  small  team." 

Nieves'  first  year  of  coaching  has  been  a  good  one.  He  started  the  season  off  with  high  hopes,  all  of  which  were  not  met. 
But,  he  sees  many  good  things  to  come.  "This  season  was  one  of  the  most  productive  seasons  for  the  womens  team  for  the 
future,"  enthused  Nieves.  He  looks  forward  to  working  with  this  years  freshmen  again  and  encourages  anyone  interested 
to  get  involved.

1987  Regal  softball  season  is  also  going,  straight  to  a 
second  consecutive  district  championship. 

The  '87  season  is  going  strong.  The  Regals  have  a  cur- 
rent record  of  8-1  in  district  play  and  are  16-8  overall.  With 
13  games  left  in  their  regular  season,  the  Regals  appear 
unstoppable. 

But  in  the  beginning  it  was  not  the  same.  The  Regals 
were  in  trouble  in  the  first  half  of  the  season,  losing  their 
first  few  games  and  casting  a  shadow  over  the  rest  of  the 
season.  The  clouds  finally  cleared  at  the  University  of 
Redland's  Tournament.

Why  is  the  team  doing  so  well?  Because  of  excellent 
players  such  as  Kim  Peppi  and  Becky  Wolfe.  Peppi,  a 
senior  from  Burbank,  California  is  the  team  leader  on  the 
mound.  So  far  this  season,  Peppi  was  able  to  compile  an 
impressive  6-2  record  with  an  earned  run  average  of  1.00. 
Right  behind  Peppi  is  Wolfe,  a  senior  from  San  Diego, 
California.  Wolfe  is  second  behind  Peppi  in  statistics.  Wolfe 
currently  has  a  4-1  record  and  a  1.04  E.R.A.  The  biggest 
surprise  of  the  season  has  to  be  freshman  Dee  Andra 
Pilkington.  Pilkington,  from  Carpenteria,  California,  has 
managed  to  maintain  a  6-5  record  with  the  lowest  E.R.A.  of 
the  team,  a  mere  0.90. 


Other  players  giving  great  performances  are  senior  Ka- 
ren Fauver,  who  leads  the  team  in  the  runs  batted  in  at  20; 
Ann  Swinehart,  who  leads  in  homeruns  with  2,  and  Teri 
Rupe,  with  the  hottest  bat  of  the  team:  she  has  a  batting 
average  of  .365.  Snyder  is  quick  to  point  out,  "There  is  no

This  year  Cal  Lutheran  held  its  first  softball  tournament 
on  March  27-28.  "The  purpose  of  the  tournament  is  to  give 
teams  in  the  NAIA  Division  III  tournament  experience," 
explains  Snyder.  "Before  ours  there  was  only  one  other 
tournament,  the  Redlands  Tournament."  The  tournament 
was  a  double  elimination:  if  any  team  lost  two  games  they 
were  eliminated.  Unfortunately,  the  Regals  lost  two  out  of 
their  first  three  games.  The  list  was  impressive:  Azusa 
Pacific  University,  Layola  Marymount  University  and  the 
University  of  San  Diego,  just  to  name  a  few.  The  Regals 
first  faced  Layola  Marymount  defeating  them  6-0  in  an  easy 
victory.  From  there  the  going  got  tough!  Next  was  USD. 
The  Regals  held  on  strong  throughout  the  entire  game  but 
were  unable  to  hold  on  to  the  lead,  losing  2-1.  Next  to 
follow  is  Azusa  Pacific,  who  defeated  the  Regals  in  a  tough 
match,  losing  5-4.  With  the  majority  of  the  season  behind 
them,  the  Regals  are  looking  to  the  future  and  a  second 
district  title.

Howard  led  the  team  in  homers  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  and  also  led  in 
runs  scored  and  tied  in  the  RBI  department. 

Stange  was  4-2  in  his  final  season  while  Vanole  went  2-6. 

Pitching  was  not  a  strong  point  of  the  '87  squad,  but  two  hurlers  gave 
exceptional  performances.  Gene  McGary  was  4-2  and  led  the  team  with  a  2.68 
ERA.  Kyle  Duey  led  the  team  in  almost  all  departments,  appearing  in  15  games, 
completing  seven  for  78  innings  of  work.  He  also  struck  out  62  and  had  an  ERA 
of  3.00. 

At  the  plate,  Howard,  Kusmuk,  Tony  Catalfo,  Dennis  Mihelic,  Mitch  Ennis, 
and  Chris  Portis  all  batted  over  .300.  Mihelic  also  tied  with  Kusmuk  and  Howard 
for  their  share  of  the  RBI  title. 

The  team  batted  over  .300  and  was  7-13  in  the  first  season  of  the  GSAC  and 
16-27  overall. 
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The  riding  program  at  CLU  is  becoming  more 
recognized.  They  finally  got  a  sign  on  Olson 
Road  acknowledging  the  fact  that  there  is  an 
Equestrian  Center.  Most  of  this  movement  is 
due  to  Liz  Vann.  Vann  is  in  charge  of  the  riding 
program,  where  she  teaches  beginning  to  ad- 
vanced horsemanship.  This  is  Vann's  first  year 
at  CLU.  Previously,  she  trained  in  St.  Louis  for 
twelve  years.  She  has  also  competed  at  the  A- 
Level,  the  top  Equestrian  level  for  the  past  ten 
years.  Equestrian  competition  doesn't  end  at  the 
collegiate  level,  it  goes  beyond  into  —  other 
levels  of  competition.  Vann  is  ordinally  from 
Tampa  and  her  experiences  also  include  break- 
ing and  training  horses,  as  well  as  working  with 
kids  who  want  to  learn  horsemanship. 

The  advanced  riders  are  the  ones  who  com- 
pete on  the  Equestrian  team  at  the  collegiate 
level.  "The  Equestrian  team  is  an  athletic  team 
just  like  football!",  states  Liz  Seabury.  The 
Equestrian  team  consists  of  Taurie  Banks,  Elissa 
Bell,  Donna  Carrol,  Chris  Aiello,  Michelle  Story 
and  Liz  Seabury.  The  team  need  support,  so  all 
are  welcome  to  come  to  any  of  their  shows. 


They  compete  several  times  during  the  year 
against  other  schools  like  Cal  Poly  and  DC  Da- 
vis. Elissa  Bell  feels  that  they  have  a  strong  team 
with  enough  ambition  to  beat  some  of  the  larger 
schools.  Bell  has  been  riding,  for  many  years, 
and  when  asked  to  make  a  comment  regarding 
riding,  she  replied,  "there  is  nothing  more  relax- 
ing than  riding  and  nothing  more  stressful  than 
competition." 

Like  any  other  sport,  there  is  a  lot  of  prepara- 
tion that  has  to  be  done  before  competition. 
Boots  have  to  be  shined,  saddles  cleaned,  equip- 
ment polished  and  checked,  horses  washed  and 
manes  braided.  Riders  need  to  get  sleep  the 
night  before  because  the  following  day  they  will 
be  judged  on  their  every  move,  as  well  as  the 
horses  If  the  horse  show  is  held  at  another 
stable,  horses  have  to  hitch  a  ride  in  a  horse 
trailer  over  to  the  event.  And  when  all  the  dirty 
work  is  completed-  the  anxiety  starts  to  build 
before  each  member  competes.  But  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  team,  it's  all  worth  it,  whether  or  not 
they  come  home  with  ribbons.
